Had it not been for the action of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad In stopping the 
solo of its forma ol commutation tjgueta 
the situation would Dot be so complex. 
Since August It! it has been impossible to 
buy any form of transportation at re- 
dnced rates, 
Monthly tickets are sold 


only on tho first day of oach month, and 
those •whoso 100-trip tickets have expired 
are ooranelled to wait until September 1. 
That form uf tiunsportatiou will be on 
sale only for tlie month of Soptouiber 
unless the law is declared ineffective by 
tbe lower court. 


No notion to change the commutation 


situation will bo taken by tho railrrndii 
until the last point In tbe legal dispute 
has been determined by judicial opinion.

person or by proxy, as she chose. 
The 


right was given in 1898, and the first im- 
porant election under it took place soon 
after, when Mew Orleans voted on tbe 
question of a special tux levy for im- 
proved sewerage and drainage, and a pure 
water supply. The women carried the 
day for the improvements. It was found 
that most of them preferred to votd in 
person, but Miss Kate M. Gordon, Presi- 
dent of tbe Women's Sewerage & .Drain- 
age League, collected proxes from* about 
300 good but timid ladies wh» shrank 
from going to the prills, and oast their 
votes herself. She Is believed to be the 
only person in the United States who ever 
voted, 
legitimately, 
several 
hundred 


times in one day. Miss Gordon is corres- 
ponding secretary of the National Ameri- 
can Weman Suffrage Association. Her 
sister, Miss Jean Gordon, is Louisiana's 
first woman factory inspector.

Our next President must be a represent- 


ative American citizen and he must pos- 
sess all the qualifications to rule this great 
nation. 


As an American citizen he must be do* 


voted to oar traditions and ideas. It Is a 
principle in onr government tbat an alien 
or a man of foreign habits ot thought, 
oannoc safe'y be President of the United 
States, because auoh a man cannot ade- 
quately represent the national Ideas of 
liberty, education and religion. 


Then he must be devoted to the idea of 


national unity. Onr people have lived a 
national existence long enough to see tiie 
political value ot this idea. It does not 
conflict with the rights of the State:; it 
solidifies them. Unity ia absolutely es- 
sential to our continued existence, 


Tlion, again, lie must be devoted to the 


idea that wo are "a government of the 
people, 
by the people, and for" tbe 


people." We do not have tbe old Idea 
that tbe people cannot be trusted to know 
what is good far them. We trust the 
people. That is onr power. 
U And with all this devotion to onr ideas 
therffmust be the, mental, physical and 
moral qualifications to pnt them 
into 


practice. He must be a ruler. There is 
no reason for trying to ahirk the full force 
of tbe moaning of that word. The Presi- 
dent must be a ruler and that is oil chare 
ia about it. He Is the Commander-in-chief 
of tbe army and navy; his consent or sig- 
nature is necessary to the passage of laws, 
and he has tho appointment of many im- 
portant officers—judges, custom house 
collectors, postmasters, etc. 


Of course, it is tone tbat the President 


must have tbe majority of both houses ot 
Congress agree with him before be can 
carry out any plan or public policy, but 
nevertheless his power is so great that he 
is a ruler in the best sense of the word. 
And while, aa a matter of fact, onr fore- 
fathers were fearful lest the President 
might usurp the power of a tyrant, it ha: 
now become a question whether be has 
power enough for best serving tbe Inte- 
rests of tbe people. 


But whether he has the power or not he 


must be a groat American citizen. 
Be 


must possess all the qualifications to rule 
tbe people who give him the power to 
rule.

FOREIGN 
WOMEN IN MUNICIPAL 
qOVBBNMBJJT. 


Tbe Swedish Parliament has just rated 


to make women eligible to municipal 
office. 
The women of Sweden have had 


moniolpal suffrage lor msny years, bat 
uutil now they have not been permitted to 
bold office. 


Women were given the municipal office 


in England In 1896, in Scotland in 1881, 
and in Ireland in 1898, but they are not 
yol eligible lo municipal office. 


Several years ago the House of Com- 


mons voted by the large majority of 172 
to 73 to make women eligible as council- 
lors and aldermen, bat the bill did not get 
through tbe Bouse ol Lords. King Ed- 
ward, in his speech opening the present 
Fa.rliain.eot, mentioned tbls as one of tbe 
measures chat ought to pass. 


In New Zealand and Australia, women 


have htd the full ballot for many years, 
but are rarely chosen to municipal office. 
In Eanass, they Bare had tbe municipal 
vote for twenty years, and are occasion- 
ally elected mayors and city councillors. 
In Colorado, Wyoming, Utall and Idaho, 
where women bave the fall ballot, they 
are of course eligible co municipal office, 
and they are especial In request as oily 
and town treasurers^perhaps because of 
their honesty.

Feather mixing Is one of the hardest 


trades to learn, but when, mastered is 
also one of the best paying methods of 
earning a living. The worker who in- 
tends to make this trade his life work 
must start when he is young, for it 
takes on an average thirteen years for 
a man to work up from pillow filler to 
feather miser. 


Feathers that have been plucked 


from hens, ducks, turkeys and geese 
are the only kinds of feathers that are 
used, says tbe Chicago Tribune. One 
kind of featbers at a tune is placed in 
the drum to be beaten and to be ster- 
ilized by hot air process. The drum 
is a large machine not unlike the wash- 
ing machines used in laundries. In 
the center of each machine is an axle 
with eight beaters attached. Tbe beat- 
ers make over 200 revolutions a min- 
ute, beating the dust out of the feath- 
ers and cleaning them thoroughly. A 
thin screen on the front and back of 
the machine lets the dust out 


This part of tbe feather work is the 


most unhealthy, for the windows In 
the dram room are not allowed to be 
opened, and the dust that comes from 
the feathers Is Inhaled by the worker. 
Many of the drum msn contract con- 
sumption In a year or more doing this 
work and are compelled to give up 
and seek other employment Tbe work 
is not so unhealthy as it was hi for- 
mer years, for the men now are allow- 
ed to leave the room while the ma- 
chine is in operation. 


After the feathers have been beaten 


and sterilized In the drum they are 
placed in the blowing machine to be 
sorted and to be deodorized by the 
cold blast As hi the drum, the kinds 
of feathers are put In the blower sep- 
arately. Tbe blower is the most sim- 
ple and yet the most wonderful ma- 
chine that is used In the feather busi- 
ness. The machine is built with

Thus the sev- 
en different grades of feathers have 
been sorted, each kind In a bin and 
without having been touched since 
leaving the blower. 


The drum and blower man, after put- 


ting to five years at this kind of work 
and also learning the different grades 
of featbers, takes another step upward 
in the business and becomes an as- 
sistant to the mixer. His work con- 
sists of weighing feathers and learning 
the different combinations that are 
used in stuffing pillows. In a few 
years he probably will know how to 
mix some of the combinations, but usu- 
ally It takes five years of experience 
before an assistant can become a 
mixer. 


The combination used In the cheap- 


est pillows I* hen and turkey feathers. 


In a little better grade of pillows, and 
the best combination of all is duck and 
goose feathers. 
The most expensive 


filling is made of downy feathers from 
geese. These combinations have dif- 
ferent prices, and the talxer must know 
these prices and when he can experi- 
ment with the various kinds of featb- 
ers to try to get a cheaper combina- 
tion that will last as long as the dearer 
bind.

SOME CURIOSITIES. 


Different Lengths cf a Mil*—How a 


Rood Was Determined. 


The standard ynrd prevails through- 


out the United Kingdom, but the 
lengths of tho English, Scotch and Irish 
mile Is different In each, which Is the 
more curious, seeing that the English 
and American miles aie Identical. But 
the occasional local vailatlons In our 
English acre are oven more remark- 
able. These were perhaps originally 
due to the luexuctlKides of ancient 
lond surveying, whi^h was compara- 
tively of auch u free mid c.isy desciip- 
tion that the acres ol' nelglilioi lug coun- 
ties, not to say ncljnc 
»( parishes, 


•ometlmes varied. 


A book published In the iclgn of Ed- 


ward VI R>H=) the following curiously 
naive Instructions on the subject: 
"Stand at the door of a church on Sun- 
day and bid slttceu men to stop, tall 
ones and small ones, as they happen 
to pass out. Then make them put their 
loft feet one behind the other, and the 
length thus obtained shall be a right 
and lawful rood to measure the land 
with, and the sixteenth part of it shall 
be a right and lawful foot." 


This Is almost laughable, but we have 


only to apply to one of the older dic- 
tionaries to find that anything like ex- 
actness, whether of definition or cf 
fact. Is quite a modern scientific de- 
velopment. And the story of the acre 
Is a case In point. It was supposed to 
have been reduced to a common stand- 
ard In 1305, but it was not until 1824 
that we enacted the statute acre of 
4,840 square yards. 


With the loose system of measure- 


ment prevailing for the greater part of 
that long Interval, It Is not surprising 
that the so called "acre" was too often 
what the local wiseacres happened to 
make of It 
By long use and wont It 


seems probable that the discrepancies 
thus arising occasionally crystallized 
Into customs, of which some examples 
still survive 
A Welsh acre was for- 


merly twice as large as an English one, 
while a Scottish acre Is larger than 
ours by more than 1,000 square yards. 


According to authority, there are 


seven different measures still lu use 
by which the acre may be variously 
defined 
Lancashire has within her 


borders acres measured on a custom- 
ary local scale, while the so called 
Cheshire acre is even larger than that 
of its Welsh neighbor.—London Globe.

CHINESE USE TIME STICKS. 


Each Will Burn Throughout • Period 


of Twelve Hours. 


The Chinese have several contriv- 


ances for keeping the time of day. The 
water clock has often been described, 
but the use of burning sticks Is less 
familiar. These are described by Colo- 
nel Bridges In his book, "Hound the 
World-in Six Months" 


We bought a small bundle of time 


sticks. The sticks, each of which Is 
thirty-two inches long, are used, as 
their name more or less Implies, for 
the purpose of measuring time, For 
use by day some are especially made, 
while others for service by night are 
particularly constructed. 


Bach burns during a period of twelve 


hours. Of these "Ktag Alfred's can- 
dles," as some of our party termed 
them, we bought two and from a print- 
ed circular or advertisement which 
was at the same rlnva handed to us by 
the man who sold itan we learned 
the following particulars: 


The materials from which these time 


measuring sticks are made are pre- 
pared according to the directions of 
the official or imperial astronomers or 
astrologers 
The duration of each 


time stick Is adjusted according to the 
clepsydra or water clock, so that the 
time which It indicates when burning 
may be regarded as correct. 


Tune sticks which are manufactured 


to mark the hours of tbe day must be 
lighted at day dawn, when the lines 
on the palm of the hand are just vis- 
ible, while those which are constructed 
to mark the hours of the night must 
be lighted at dusk, when the lines on 
tbe palm of the hand are not discern- 
ible. Each stick when burning must 
be placed In a perpendicular position. 
It la also necessary that It should be 
placed in a room free from currents 
of air—Youth's Companion.
